‘Tho object of 
the mission was to solicit the King for the 
same toloration that has been pranted by the 
Emperor of China to the Catholic religion. 


ln Russia the police have forbidden all 
trade or manufacture of corros rower.

In 
his attempt to throw u shade of injustice over 
our land Law, he says, the words “any per 
son“ in that document gives to every one, of 
whatever colour, from the infant to the adult, 
the right to claim 640 acres of land.

There may boa few however who 
would join Mr. Burnett in a convention for 
a new constitution in order to avoid the con.

But which is the more convenient 
and direct remedy a new constitution or the 
payment of fifty conts to the Territorial Re- 
corder? Those concerned can answer.
